Dear Allen: 

Foy Kohler has raised with me an important question con- 
cerning available intelligence on the economic vulnerability of 
the Soviet Zone of Ge rmany . Ee notes that recent developments 
concerning Berlin have focused attention on the economic vul- 
nerability of the Zone to various types of Western countermeasure 
and he mentions in this regard questions such as the reliance of 
the GDR on the importation of certain types of chemicals, the 
significance to the Soviet Zone economy of steel sheet and the 
extent to which Free World nations may have extended financial 
credits to the Zone. In obtaining answers to such questions on 
a spot basis, valuable assistance has, of course, already been 
rendered by members of your staff in cooperation with INR. 

At the same time, Foy asks whether the intelligence com- 
munity would consider instituting careful examination of the 
economic structure of the Soviet Zone with a view to determining 
the areas of greatest vulnerability to any action on our part. 
This would involve assessment of all industrial branches with 
the idea of establishing those areas where denial of exports to 
the Zone, for example, would have the greatest effect. Such 
analyses would complement the activities being undertaken on a 
four power basis in Bonn and would enable the Department to 
assess more accurately the range of possibilities for economic 
countermeasures which are now open or would be at some future 
date. 


A project aimed at a systematic response to Foy's sugges- 
tion would necessarily fall largely on those members of your 

staff
